‘MONSTER’ Keith Prest has been 
caged for life for the murder of 
popular English teacher Louise 
Evans. 

A jury found him guilty of a terrifying cam¬ 
paign of hate directed at the mother-of-two, 
culminating in an horrific blood bath. 

Miss Evans, 48, from Hothfield, was stabbed 
to death on September 12 last year by her 
former partner after she finished a shift teach¬ 
ing inmates at East Sutton Park open prison, 
near Maidstone. 

Jobless drifter Prest, who refused to accept 
the end of their 18-month relationship, had 
laid in wait for his ex-lover before pouncing 
and stabbing her 43 times in a savage attack 
in the prison’s car park. 

At the time of the attack Prest, 48, had been 
on bail charged with assaulting Miss Evans - 
and had continued to stalk her by leaving letters 
taped to her car and posting notes through her 
letterbox, despite a court ban on contacting her.

Villagers' fury 
amid fears of 
housing boom 


RESIDENTS in Pluckley 
are up in arms after discov¬ 
ering their village has been 
shortlisted for development 
without, they say, suitable 
consultation. 

The parish council has changed the 
designation of the picturesque ham¬ 
let - famous for being the setting of 
the TV version of HE Bates’ classic 
Darling Buds of May - which means 
it could potentially share the burden 
of 170 new homes with a number of 
other rural villages around Ashford. 

And that has been branded far 
from ‘perfick’ by furious locals who 
say they were not properly consulted 
about the decision which could give 
the green light to developers. 

The parish council opted to include 
the village as what is known as a 
Third tier’ development area as part 
of Ashford council’s core strategy; 
but many villagers say they knew 
nothing about the change. 

Other villages on the list to poten¬ 
tially accomodate up to 170 ‘units’ 
include Aldington, Bethersden, 
Biddenden, Challock, Chilham 
Rolvenden and Woodchurch. 

The so-called ‘settlement hierarchy’ 
rates rural areas for future develop¬ 
ment based on the existing size and 
facilities that they have. For example, 
Tenterden is in the first tier and 
therefore ripe for future development.

Other villages are not on the list 
because they are not seen as having 
the potential to support substantial 
growth such as Hothfield and High 
Halden. 

Jane Carter Lilley has helped form 
an action group. She said: “Pluckley 
has already agreed to have local 
needs housing, but these would be 
different developments.” 

Now a public meeting will take 
place tomorrow at the village hall to 
discuss the situation. 

Ms Carter Lilley said: “We want to 
work with the parish council to 
rectify this. We need to know clearly 
what we want in the future so we 
can find a way forward.” 

It is thought proposed new homes 
could be large three and four-bed- 
room houses which locals say would 
not fit their needs. 

One villager, who did not wish to be 
named, said: “I have yet to meet a 
villager, who is not a councillor, who 
is in favour of the development. 

“It’s not clear what the rationale 
was for us being in this position and 
the whole thing seems quite a mud¬ 
dle. It seems unlikely that the village 
can change it status. It is now a ques¬ 
tion of damage limitation.” 

The parish council refused to com¬ 
ment, but said it may make a state¬ 
ment after Thursday’s meeting.

Miss Evans’ two grown-up daughters 

branded Prest a “monster”. 

The pair said in a statement: 
“Obviously our mother’s death has 
been a devastating and painful expe¬ 
rience. However, we can begin to look 
forward knowing that justice has 
been done and that this monster can¬ 
not hurt anyone else.” 

Judge Michael Lawson described 
how Prest mounted a campaign of fear 
after the couple - who met through a 
text message dating service - split. 

He said Prest, unable to accept the 
relationship breakdown, would 
regularly sneak into the teacher’s 
driveway and leave notes on her car. 

And that he violently “throttled” her 
just three months before murdering 
her - an attack for which he was 
released on police bail. 

The judge said: “He mounted a 
campaign of fear, intimidation and 
emotional blackmail that so 
destroyed her life. Initially she saw a 
kind person, but before very long 
she saw the controlling, aggressive, 
threatening and violent side. 

“Over 18 months you managed to 
subdue her into thinking it was her 
fault when she did things that made 
you angry.” 

Cowardly 

He described how on June 13,2007, 
Prest strangled the well-liked teacher 
- who was described as a “loving 
mother” and an “affectionate” and 
“generous” person. 

He said: “You throttled her into 
semi-consciousness. On that occasion 
you had the courage to report the 
matter to police.” 

But he added while on bail for the 
offence Prest started to constantly 
phone his ex-partner in breach of his 
bail conditions - with threats to kill 
her and himself. Prest blamed the 
breakdown of their short relationship 
on Miss Evans. 

The judge said: ‘You wanted to pun¬ 
ish her, but in reality you were trying to 
exploit her courage and kind nature. 
She even had to get someone to open 
her gates at home to let her in and out.” 

The court heard how after the mur¬ 
der cowardly Prest attempted an 
overdose and admitted himself to hos¬ 
pital - to kid police into thinking he 
was distraught at her death. 

But cops later found a pair of blood¬ 
ied trainers dumped in a recycling 
bin. Forensic officers matched DNA to 
both Prest and the murdered 48-year- 
old. He was then arrested. 

Prest - who denied murder, but 
was convicted by a jury following a 
month-long trial - was told he will 
serve a minimum of 18 years before 
he is considered for release. 

Miss Evans’ devastated daughter 
Laura Whatman, a 25-year-old moth¬ 
er of two, said outside court: “Life 
should mean life. This despicable man 
deserves everything that comes to him.”

Council hailing 
new venue for 
market a hit

THE controversial decision to move 
the town’s popular market has been 
hailed a success by council chiefs - 
despite claims by some traders it 
has been a flop. 

But councillor Michael Claughton, the portfo¬ 
lio holder responsible for the market, acknowl¬ 
edged there were problems and challenges to be 
faced, but called on a more positive approach 
from some stallholders. 

And he said it was just a vocal minority who 
were claiming the move earlier this year into 
the Lower High Street had proved a mistake. 

Speaking to Yourashford this week, Mr 
Claughton hit back at the critics. 

He said: “I get a very different picture from 
that which has been reported. I have talked to 
as many of the traders as I could and watched 
how the trade has been going. 

“It now feels like a real market and has lost 
its fragmentation. At least it is now under one 
umbrella. 

“I know the shops are pleased about the move 


because of the increased people in the area.” 

Mr Claughton said he spoke to more than a 
dozen traders and only found two that were 
strongly against the change. 

Communication 

He said: “One of those was opposed to it 
before the move. I watched that particular stall 
over a period of half an hour on a Saturday and 
it was thriving. I think that people are just 
resistant to change and would have been 
against it anyway.” 

There have been complaints about the lack of an 
electricity supply and signs in the new location. 

Mr Claughton said: “We realise we do need 


better communication and marketing. At the 
moment the signing is not good and other 
things do need to be addressed including possi¬ 
bly having a market manager. 

“There is a challenge here, but if we keep on 
spreading doom and gloom we might as well 
pack up anyway. I am not saying that every¬ 
thing is rosy, but there is not a blanket feeling 
of pessimism. When the market was in Elwick 
Road, which was not the easiest place to get to, 
the market was alive and vibrant. 

“I would like to think we can replicate that 
feeling in the Lower High Street. I hope the coun¬ 
cil and all the stallholders can work together.”

Police warn 
of increase 
in car crime

A BIG surge in car crime has 
prompted police to target a crack¬ 
down. 

The Willesborough and Stour 
areas of the town have seen thefts 
from cars rocket by 30 per cent 
last month - despite that figure still 
being 24 per cent down since 2000. 

They urge drivers to be more 
security conscious by removing 
valuable items and being careful 
not to leave signs of sat navs in 
the car such as cradles left on the 
windscreen and suction pad marks. 

Reduction 

Police will carry out directed 
patrols in the area and neighbour¬ 
hood officers and PCSOs will be 
distributing advice and informa¬ 
tion to motorists. 

Detective Inspector Kenny 
Ingram said: “The chance of becom¬ 
ing a victim of crime is low. 

“However, we really do need the 
public’s help to keep the area safe 
by following the crime reduction 
advice we have issued. 

‘You wouldn’t leave large 
amounts of cash on your dash 
board, so please don’t leave expen¬ 
sive items, most of which are easy 
to remove.” 


ORGANISERS of this year’s 
Tenterden Folk Festival have 
declared the three-day event a suc¬ 
cess - despite miserable weather 
conditions which threatened to turn 
it into a wash-out.

Ruling on planned care 
home is decided tonight

plan. Proposals would see a four-storey 
building constructed to the rear of Halden 
House and include 18 parking spaces for 
staff and visitors. 

Ashford council planning committee will 
meet at the Civic Centre to make a decision.

STARS from entertainment, sport and busi¬ 
ness helped raise more than £70,000 at a 
glittering fundraising ball at Port Lympne. 

The second Rainforest Fundraising Ball, 
was hosted by Lady Sarah Aspinall to raise 
funds for the gorillas in the wild and other 
associated conservation projects. 

Among the 400 attending the event 
staged by the Aspinall Foundation was Vic 
Reeves and wife Nancy Sorrell, former 
Kent and England cricket captain Chris 
Cowdrey and businessman Stuart Wheeler.

A SUMMER crackdown on anti¬ 
social behaviour has delivered a 
dramatic crop in crime figures 
throughout the borough, police say. 

The Safer Summer campaign saw officers 
and police community support officers 
(PCSOs) increase patrols in traditional crime 
hotspots and provide a high-profile presence to 
deter would-be wrongdoers. 

Schools in Ashford and Tenterden were 
particularly identified during the long sum¬ 
mer holidays as areas which act as honeypots 
to vandals and troublemakers. 

And the force says there was a 25 per cent 
drop in crime throughout the area and a 38 
per cent drop in anti-social behaviour calls. 

All schools were patrolled at regular inter¬ 
vals to deter youths from congregating in the 
grounds and prevent damage to the buildings 
during the summer recess. More than 130 vis¬ 
its were made to schools in the area. 

They also spent time advising caretakers 
about site security. This resulted in no reports 
of damage or anti-social behaviour in or 
around school premises. 

Neighbourhood patrols specifically respond¬ 
ed to reports of burglaries to business 
premises or outbuildings although burglaries 
to people’s homes were treated separately. 
They also targeted vehicle crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour calls. 

The Hawkeye overt surveillance van was 
also sent to areas such as the Stour Centre, 
Singleton Lake and car park, Mill Court and 
other areas in the town. 


Eureka Business Park and Victoria Park 
were also regularly patrolled. 

The Stour ward including the skate park, 
Memorial Gardens and surrounding streets 
was patrolled by PSCOs working with town 
beat officers on Thursday, Friday and Saturday 
nights in an effort to target under-age drink¬ 
ing and limit anti-social behaviour. 

This resulted in 22 alcohol confiscations, two 
warnings for cannabis and a total of 215 
youths spoken too, including so-called ‘boy rac¬ 
ers’ in Elwick Road car park. 


Police say they were pleased with the results 
despite a number of officers being seconded 
from the South Kent area to help police the 
Climate Camp protests at Hoo in Medway. 

Insp Andrew Judd said: “The neighbourhood 
team is delighted with the results achieved 
during Safer Summer. 

“It is an ongoing initiative to ensure that a 
visible presence is maintained in areas of high 
reporting of anti-social behaviour. It will con¬ 
tinue in the whole district, focusing on areas 
where anti-social behaviour is reported.” 


Tunnel services may be delayed until spring

EUROSTAR says it has been forced 
to delay the return of direct services 
to Brussels from Ashford due to the 
fire in the Channel Tunnel. 

The company had intended to re¬ 
introduce the service on December 14 
to coincide with the change to the win¬ 
ter timetable, but it has been put on 
hold until both tunnels under the 
Channel are operating at full capacity. 

Which means it may not be until 
spring next year when the service once 
again departs Ashford International. 

A Eurostar spokesman said: “It 


remains Eurostar’s firm intention to 
introduce a direct service once the 
full capacity of the Channel Tunnel is 
restored. 

“Kent continues to have a good level 
of connections with the Continent. 

“The slight reduction in services call¬ 
ing in Kent is the result of an equiva¬ 
lent reduction in overall services 
between London, Paris and Brussels.” 

An investigation is continuing into 
the causes of the fire which forced the 
closure of one of the two tunnels after 
a blaze broke out on September 11.

Memories of 
a life at the 
market site 


IT once provided the town centre 
with a weekly hub - an opportu¬ 
nity for the rural community to 
gather in the heart of Ashford and 
chew the cud. 

But ten years ago, as the Channel Tunnel 
rail link came to town, the popular cattle 
market in Elwick Road moved on to pastures 
new, bringing to an end more than 140 years 
at the site. 

And while it moved to Sevington, the 
memories of the Elwick Road site have 
stayed long in the memory of townfolk. 

It was this which prompted local artist 
Cathy Streeter to embark on a project to 
compile memories about the market which 
provoked one reader to let us know of her 
father’s association with the market. 

Connection 

From the age of 13, Dick Offen, a farmer 
from Biddenden, visited the market every 
week up until his death, at the age of 80, last 
February. 

His daughter Heather Passmore told 
Yourashford: “He began going even when he 
was at school. If he wasn’t in class then 
the teachers would know that he had gone to 
the market.” 

Mr Offen farmed livestock and traded in

animals. He would bring cows, sheep, pigs 
and horses to the old site. 

Mrs Passmore said: “He saw tremendous 
changes over the years. When he first 
started there was a lot of connection with the 
railways that ran to the market. 

“He was a bit of a trickster; he used to do 
things like dropping dried peas down the 
back of people’s wellies when they were 
standing round the ring. 

“Farmers do lead fairly solitary lives so 
market day was a chance for them to all get 
together and find things out and catch up. 

“It still is today, but everyone has to rush 
around much more.” 

Mrs Passmore still lives and works on the 
family farm on Fosten Lane. 

She said: “Not much has changed. We have 
carried on farming with my husband and my 
son although they have other jobs as well. 

“Everyone was sad when the market 
moved out of the town. Of course, it could 
never have coped with the amount of 
animals that it deals with today. But the 
atmosphere was incredible. 

“I think the art project is a brilliant idea. It 
is important that the town remembers its 
past. The market was what it was built on.”

RECORDS reveal markets have been staged in 
Ashford for more than 700 years - dating back 
to 1243 under King Henry III. 

But it was not until the 1780s that Kent farm¬ 
ers started gathering regularly to trade live¬ 
stock, with the Lower High Street playing host.

NICHOLAS Wells has been confirmed as the 
new chairman of the East Kent Hospitals Trust. 

Mr Wells has been acting-chairman since the 
departure earlier this year of George Jenkins. 

Mr Jenkins was seconded to the Maidstone 
and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust in the wake 
of the Healthcare Commission’s damning 
report into an outbreak of superbug 
Clostridium difficile in Maidstone.

Mr Wells joined the trust, which is one of the 
largest in the country, in 2001 and became vice 
chairman the following year.

Gene pool examined 

A GENETIC survey looking into the back¬ 
ground of the United Kingdom managed to col¬ 
lect 12 valuable samples from the borough.

Q You started your career in Ashford 15 years ago what 
were your impressions of the town? 

A I thought it was fantastic. I thought the 
town centre was very nice and you have 
the rural areas that are lovely and I found 
the people very friendly. 

Q What do you think of the changes that have hap¬ 
pened to the town since you were last here? 

A There are a lot more people to deal with 
than when I was first here, what with the 
expansion of housing that has happened.

What do you think about violent crime?

You could say that as a society we seem to 
be getting more violent and we need some 
way for society as a whole to change.

I wanted to be Bodie 
rather than Doyle. More seriously I think I 
got my sense of justice from my parents. 

Pop stars and football players were not 
really my role models. For me it is people 
who I feel have really achieved something 
like Winston Churchill or Ranulph Fiennes. 

I admire people who are really determined 
even when the chips are down. It sounds 
corny but it’s true.

Exercise keeps terror 
forces ready for attack

A MAJOR anti-terrorism exercise 
is taking place across the county 
this week involving police and 
Army units. 

It started on Monday with a demonstration 
of bomb-disposal techniques at the Kent Police 
training centre in Maidstone. 

But Exercise Border Fist also took place at 
other locations over the last three days and is 
continuing until Friday. 

It involves police officers inventing alert 
situations and contacting the Army which 
responds as if it was a real emergency. 

Deputy Chief Constable Adrian Leppard 
said: “This is a way for us to examine how 
effective our co-operation with other agencies 
such as the Army is, as well as test out our 
command and control structure.” 

Major Mark Austin of the military’s Royal 
Logistics Corps added: “We are playing this for 
real - responding to incidents exactly as we 
would a real emergency.” 

Exact details of the mock alerts have not 
been released as those involved are still evalu¬ 
ating results - and details of any future exer¬ 
cises cannot be revealed or the results would 
be meaningless. 

“We can’t say what’s going to happen as that 
would give the Army information they would 
not have in a real-life emergency,” said Mr 
Leppard. 

Monday’s exercise was based on the scenario 
of a post office robbery in which the raiders 
had left an improvised nail-bomb outside the 
building to tie down police units. 

It took place in a mocked-up street used by 
the force for training operations. 

Soldiers from a Folkestone-based bomb- 
disposal squadron took part alongside police. 

“Our team arrived with the area cordoned 
off, as would happen in a real alert,” said 
Warrant Officer Andy Stedman. 

“We then deployed what we call the wheel¬ 


barrow - a robot bomb-disposal device which 
can approach the bomb and relay pictures 
back to our command truck.” 

The robot is equipped with a weapon on its 
front which fires an intense burst of cold water 
to knock out the explosive circuits and render 
the device safe. 

“It’s a system we have developed from long 
experience,” said WO Stedman. “It acts in a 
nano-second and prevents the timing device 
from detonating.” 

A soldier in a 42kg anti-blast suit then goes 
up to the device to ensure it no longer poses a 
threat. 

Sergeant David Humphreys took on the role 


during the exercise - he has done it for real in 
British Army operations abroad. 

“We call it the long walk,” he said. “It’s 100 
per cent concentration - there is no room for 
nerves.” 

After he is sure the device is no longer a 
threat he collects evidence such as materials 
and possible fingerprints. 

“This exercise went well,” said Mr Leppard. 
“But we have to be vigilant. Anyone seeing 
anything suspicious should contact the police, 
whether or not an operation like this is run¬ 
ning. 

“If they do call us and it is just an exercise 
we will know.” 


Chief undecided 
about top job 

KENT’S Chief Constable Michael Fuller 
has confirmed he is considering applying to 
become the next Commissioner of the 
Metropolitan Police. 

In an exclusive interview, the county’s top 
officer told our sister paper Kent on Sunday 
that he had not decided yet if he should 
enter the contest to succeed Sir Ian Blair, 
who stepped down on Thursday afternoon. 

Bookmaker William Hill has slashed the 
odds on Mr Fuller, who is 49, taking 
Britain’s top policing job from 14/1 to 10/1. 

And asked if he was putting his name for¬ 
ward, Mr Fuller told KoS: “I haven’t decid¬ 
ed about it yet, I am genuinely undecided. 

“I know the demands of the job and it’s 
something I will give a lot of thought to. It’s 
not something I would take on lightly.” 

Before joining Kent Police as chief cons¬ 
table in January 2004, Mr Fuller had been 
with the Met since starting as a cadet in 
1975. When he arrived he was already 
tipped to be a strong candidate for the Met 
Commissioner’s post. 

Violent 

While with the Met he came up with a 
strategy that led to the Met’s anti-burglary 
initiative, Operation Bumblebee. He also 
established Operation Trident, the cam¬ 
paign to stop black-on-black gun crime, and 
helped set up the Racial and Violent Crime 
Task Force. 

As a detective superintendent based in 
the Home Office, he gave regular advice to 
the Home Secretary and was later appoint¬ 
ed deputy assistant commissioner (director 
of intelligence) at New Scotland Yard. 

He is known to value “police operational 
independence and political neutrality”, and 
describes his style as “firm but fair with a 
no-nonsense approach”. 

In the past he has spoken out to back his 
rank-and-file officers in their battle with 
the Government over pay. 

Race is an ever-present issue in the capi¬ 
tal, and under Mr Fuller’s command Kent 
is one of only two forces to receive an ‘excel¬ 
lent’ rating for diversity. 

Mr Fuller holds an honorary doctorate of 
laws from Sussex University and the 
University of East London. He is a non¬ 
practising barrister and was called to the 
Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in July, 2007. 

Kent Police Authority renewed Mr 
Fuller’s appointment as chief constable 
three weeks ago.

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Why peopled choice for 'Angel 
of the South' was cast aside

ONE of the public’s favourite 
designs for the giant £2 million 
landmark at Ebbsfleet - dubbed the 
‘Angel of the South’ - has been 
dumped, it emerged this week. 

The confidential results of a major public con¬ 
sultation, exclusively obtained by our sister 
paper Kent On Sunday, also revealed that one 
of the designs still in the running was one of the 
least popular. 

Judges named a shortlist of three designs by 
Daniel Buren, Richard Deacon and Mark 
Wallinger last week. 

But the results of the consultation show a 
design by Christopher Le Brun, backed by 49 
per cent of the public, failed to make it through 
to the next round of the selection process. 

A design by Rachel Whiteread, who grew up 
in Ebbsfleet, was also dropped by judges. 

Nest 

However, Richard Deacon’s design, which 
was backed by only 14 per cent of people, was 
shortlisted by the selection panel chaired by 
the director of Margate’s Turner Contemporary, 
Victoria Pomery. 

The geometrical design would be a painted 
steel latticework outlining a “stack” of 26 differ¬ 
ently shaped polyhedrons, which he describes 
as a “nest”. 

The fact that there would be 26 “modules” is 
to reflect that there are 26 letters of the alpha¬ 
bet, because Mr Deacon sees writing as the cor¬ 
nerstone of western culture. 

But his inspiration seems to have been lost on 
some of the public, one of whom described the 
work as “take three Curly Wurlys and apply 
gentle heat. Freeze and put into a display case.” 

More than 40,000 shoppers at Bluewater took

part in a three-month consultation from May to 
August. A further 10,000 people submitted 
their comments via the internet. 

The iconic sculpture will stand at Springhead 
Park looking out over Ebbsfleet Valley, 
Ebbsfleet International station and the 
Thames Estuary. 

The giant Ebbsfleet Landmark Project is 
being billed as the UK’s largest and most signif¬ 
icant public art commission since Antony 
Gormley’s Angel of the North. 

Eurostar, Land Securities and London & 
Continental Railways, the company behind 
High Speed 1 which will provide fast rail links 
between London and Kent next year, have 
organised the project. 

Mark Wallinger’s design for a white horse 
was the early favourite to win the commission, 
though Kent County Council has been trying to 
organise opposition to the design, claiming a 
prancing Invicta-style design would be more 
appropriate. 


There have also been concerns that the Turner 
Prize winner’s giant steel structure may be 
impossible to build and prohibitively expensive. 

The current insiders’ hot favourite is French 
conceptual artist Daniel Buren who is propos¬ 
ing what he calls a ‘signal’ - a tower made of 
five stacked cubes containing a vertical laser 
beam that will reach indefinitely into the sky. 

Wallinger and Buren were both backed by 56 
per cent of the public. 

Announcing the shortlist this week Ms 
Pomery said: ‘We have asked Mark, Daniel 
and Richard to refine their proposals and to 
explore the engineering and cost feasibility in 
more detail. Our aim is to meet again in 
January to review their work in the light of 
this information.” 

When asked the point of the consultation 
when the public do not get to chose a final work, 
a spokesman for the Ebbsfleet Landmark 
Project said: We did not seek a statistically sig¬ 
nificant outcome but a snapshot of views.” 


Racism on rise in 
county's schools 

THE number of racist incidents report¬ 
ed at schools across the county has 
risen sharply during the last four years, 
according to a BBC investigation. 

Cases involving pupils and teachers 
increased by more than 50 per cent, 
from 596 incidents in 2003/2004, to 901 
in 2006/2007, according to the report. 

During 2006/2007, 41 per cent of 
schools in the county reported racist 
incidents. 

Statistics made available following 
a Freedom of Information request by 
BBC Radio Kent showed Mascalls 
School, a comprehensive in Paddock 
Wood, had the highest number of inci¬ 
dents with 31 in 2006/7. 

Minster College in Sheemess had 
18 incidents, the second highest num¬ 
ber in the county. 

Michelle Hunt, KCC access to infor¬ 
mation co-ordinator, said: “We are 
unaware if the numbers reported indi¬ 
cate the establishment of a robust sys¬ 
tem whereby the whole school can 
report incidents in the knowledge that 
issues will be handled sensitively, or 
an increase in prevalence.” 

Report highlights 
fire brigade efforts 

FIREFIGHTERS are rescuing almost 
400 people a year from blazes and 
road crashes, according to figures 
from the county branch of the Fire 
Brigades Union. 

Between 1997 and 2006 more than 
3,000 people were saved by Kent 
fire crews. The FBU said the figures 
were based on Freedom of Information 
requests, answers to parliamentary 
questions and official UK fire statistics, 
and do not include people evacuated for 
their own safety. 

Ricky Matthews of the FBU’s south¬ 
ern region said: “Everyone in the fire 
service knows there is terrible human 
tragedy behind all these incidents. 

“These figures are not a celebration 
of the work of the fire service. But they 
do underline that there is hope, help, 
rescue and survival as well as tragedy.”

Boris's estuary airport 
idea a flight of fancy 



SO LONDON Mayor Boris 
Johnson thinks an artificial island 
in the Thames estuary near the 
Isle of Sheppey is the ideal place 
for a new airport? Well, I don’t. 

And nor do thousands of others who have 
some idea of safety and conservation. 

Heathrow handles more than 500,000 take 
offs and landings a year and it needs to 
expand due to increased demand. 

Well, leaving aside the obvious argument that 
in terms of economic hardship air travel is one 
of the first things to suffer, Heathrow should be 
the continued base for major carriers. 

Everything is in place - from immigration 
and baggage handling to a smartish restau¬ 
rant where you can get a full English break¬ 
fast with wine and beer prior to a flight. 

Building the infrastructure a modem air¬ 
port needs on an artificial island would be an 
astronomical outlay. It would make construct¬ 
ing the Olympic facilities look like putting up 
a new stand at a non-league football ground. 


And what about the transport links? 

Heathrow is quite well served by the under¬ 
ground and mainline trains, and a cab into 
central London isn’t too expensive. 

But what would this offshore island offer? A 
high-speed boat to Sheppey or Sittingboume? 

Certainly rail links would have to be vastly 
improved and roads upgraded. Bridges would 
have to be constmcted to link the whole thing 
to the mainland as well. 

How long would all this take? Probably 
around 20 years if the Channel Tunnel is any¬ 
thing to go by. 

We in the UK are not brilliant at large scale 
engineering projects. They always come in well 
over budget and at a completion date years 
later than first envisaged. 

Then the question is who is going to pay for 
the whole thing? 

At a time when credit is at a premium and 
travel companies at risk is there anyone who 
could come up with the billions and billions of 
pounds this scheme would need? 

Environmental and safety concerns are 
present as well. The area is an important one 


for birds and so would not be the best place for 
aircraft because of the fears of collision. 

It’s obvious Boris’s airport idea is not really 
serious - and I say this for one explosive reason. 

The USS Richard Montgomery lies in the 
Thames estuary along with its cargo of 
extremely volatile ammunition. It is consid¬ 
ered too dangerous to even attempt to move a 
ship which sunk more than 50 years ago. 

Yet this sunken bomb is the place where 
Boris wants to build an airport over the top of. 

Surely his advisors must have told him about 
this potential for his whole airport to be blown 
sky high, killing thousands in the process? 

So we can see this exercise for what it is - an 
appeal to the voters of west London to show 
that their concerns about air traffic are being 
taken seriously by the new mayor. 

It’s a cynical attempt to win votes and good¬ 
will - but what more do you expect from a 
politician of whatever party?

I note also the letter from Dr 
Hazel Dawe of the Kent Greens, 
which includes the ‘how to save 
planet’ theme, omits to address 
the major source of greenhouse 
gas emissions, livestock rearing. 

Global warming, water 
pollution, water shortages and 
deforestation are causing 
irreversible damage to the 
environment and the extinction 
of wildlife are all direct results of 
a meat-based diet. 

It takes 1,000 litres of water to 
produce 1kg of wheat, and 
100,000 litres of water to produce 
lkg of beef. 

According to a UN report 
published in November 2006, 
livestock uses 30 per cent of the 
Earth’s entire land surface, for 
pasture and feed, and at that 
time 70 per cent of the Amazon 
rain forests had been destroyed 
and cleared for grazing. 

This report also informed us 
that cattle-rearing generates 
more global warming greenhouse 
gases, as measured in C02 
equivalent, than all our 
transportation put together.

Boris is Masted over 
'balmy' airport plan 


We don't need another 
airport in the county 

Conservative Mayor of London, Boris 
Johnson, is advocating a new airport in 
the Thames Estuary. Since UK residents 
are already making more flights than 
people in other rich countries, we need to 
cut flying in order to reduce Greenhouse 
Gas emissions. 

Green Party members of the Greater 
London Assembly have already forced 
Boris Johnson to meet with the Royal 
Society for the Protection of Birds 
concerning his airport proposals. 

But there is also the issue of the London 
Array windfarm. 

Does Boris Johnson think jumbo jets 
with hundreds of passengers are going to 
slalom down the Thames Estuary through 
the London Array wind turbines? 

The 341 turbines proposed will be up to 
175 metres high over an area of about 94.6 
square miles. We certainly need the 
electricity for 750,000 homes which the 
Array will produce - not another airport. 

The Green Party advocates a £100 tax 
on internal flights to push people to use 
rail for long journeys within the UK 

This is essential since so many flights 
are short-distance. 

If aviation emissions are shared across 
households, then each UK household is 
making about one third of its carbon 
emissions by the flights its members take. 
Even more surprising, the UK is top for 


aviation emissions per adult, far ahead of the 
USA and other rich countries. 

Currently, each UK adult averages about 
603kg of carbon emissions from aviation use 
per year whilst the US average is only 275kg 
per adult per year. 

Domestic tourism and rail travel to the 
continent can substitute for flights, helping to 
boost UK tourism revenues. 

Kent Green Party wants Rochester, Manston 
and Lydd airports converted to other leisure 
uses to support domestic tourism, not 
international flights.

THE THIN line between profes¬ 
sional music journalist and 
gushing over-the-top fan is at 
times difficult to maintain. 

Even the most hardened hack has been 
known to regress into nothing more than a 
blubbering mess once given 10 minutes on the 
phone or a quick face-to-face with their very- 
literal ‘pop idols’. 

I had visions that interviewing Camera 
Obscura’s singer songwriter Tracyanne 
Campbell would temporarily transform me 
into a 15-year-old smitten schoolboy and so I 
took the necessary steps to protect my journal¬ 
istic integrity. 

Using the social networking powerhouse 
that is Facebook I invited fans who have 
bought tickets to the Scottish indie pop rock¬ 
ers’ Canterbury gig to submit their questions 
to Tracyanne, giving me little room for an 
‘unfortunate’ ad-lib. 

A selection of the best are below: 

Valerie asked: Who are your musical influences? 

There are millions of influences, too many to 
mention. I suppose if I had to list a few I’d say 
Dion, Diana Ross and The Supremes and Kris 
Kristofferson. I like singer/songwriters. 

Ruth asked: why do you think the music industry is so male- 
dominated and why are there so few women in bands? 

The world’s male dominated. The reasons for that 
are probably too heavy and many to go into this 
morning. I don’t think there are so few women in 
bands. Each day it becomes more acceptable for 
women to be fronting bands. Maybe the person 
who asked that is reading the wrong music mag¬ 
azines, which are full of the skinny jeans brigade. 
I mean, I’m a girl in a band and have been for a 
long time. I have experienced some extent of sex¬ 
ism in the industry but it hasn’t stopped me from 
doing what I want to do. 

Kerry asked: If you had to be replaced by any famous male vocal¬ 
ist who would be most suited to the Camera Obscura sound? 

I don’t know. I think Dion would be great. He can

come in and do what I do. I think he would do a 
great job and would make our music better. 

Vince asked: What made you choose Super Trouper as a 
cover version? 

We made the album in Sweden and we like 
ABBA, or at least some of us do, and were 
asked to do a radio session so we just played 
that song. We’ve done it at a few gigs since and 
people seem to quite like it. 

John asked: How much emphasis do you put on chart suc¬ 
cess and album sales? 

None. It’s not relevant these days. People who 
aren’t in bands don’t realise how the industry 
works. Back in the day chart success was 
everything but it’s doesn’t work like that 
nowadays. I would bet most of the people who 
have our music haven’t bought our albums. 
Getting into the Top 10 is nothing we think 
about, which is a bit sad. I’d still be really 
excited if we got high up the charts but don’t 
see it as important. 

Jodie asked: You've been reported as dismissing the oft-used 
Belle and Sebastian comparison as 'lazy journalism'. Who 
would you compare the band to? 

I don’t want to compare the band to anyone else. 
There’s nothing I find more boring than reading 


a review of a band where the journalist com¬ 
pares them to someone else. I don’t want to say 
Tisten to us because we sound like so-and-so’. 
However, if someone did compare us to someone 
we like or have been influenced by I think I 
would be more flattered than dismissive. 

I asked: Have you played in Canterbury before and why did 
you choose to play there? 

No, we’ve never been there before so it should 
be a lot of fun. I’m told it’s beautiful there, in 
the Garden of England. We took the gig on 
because we wanted to keep our hand in in 
terms of playing live. We’ve been doing festival 
dates but we don’t really start going until next 
year. We were asked to play in Canterbury and 
so we thought we’d build a little tour around 
that night, playing in places we’ve never played 
before or have only played once. 

I also asked: What can we expect on the night? 

We’ll try and play a wee bit of everything. 
We’ve recorded our new album so we’ll try and 
play a few new songs but that might be diffi¬ 
cult as we haven’t rehearsed since we finished 
in the studio. Maybe we’ll do a completely dif¬ 
ferent set to the one we normally play in 
London or Glasgow. It’s always difficult to 
know what people want. 

Andy asked: Your plectrum tin was recently stolen during a 
gig in Manchester. Has it been returned yet? 

No. I don’t think it ever will be. I’m over it now. 
I made an appeal on our website for it to be 
returned as I’d had that tin from the first time 
we ever went on tour, it’s been all over the 
world with me. Someone very close gave it to 
me and it was also a handy wee tin to keep my 
plectrums and capo in. I normally kept the tin 
on top of my amp but for this gig put it near 
my pedal board. As we went off I remember 
thinking ‘should I take this off with me?’ but 
then decided against it. When we came back 
on for the encore it was gone.

ON REFLECTION: Kiefer Sutherland has never been keen on watching himself on film

UNLIKE many actors, 
Kiefer Sutherland does¬ 
n’t like looking at himself. 
For one thing, he only has 
a single mirror in his 
house. 

And for another, he isn’t really 
interested in seeing himself on 
film. For a star with a string of hit 
movies to his name and a success¬ 
ful stint on TV show 24, he is sur¬ 
prisingly down to earth. 

“I’ve always thought I look dif¬ 
ferent in my head than what I 
see,” explains Kiefer. 

“I have a hard time looking at 
myself. I remember I saw Stand 
By Me for the first time and 
thought my career was over. I 
wanted that character to be 
emblematic of the 1950s and I 
wanted him to look like Jimmy 
Dean. 

“So in my head, when I’m mak¬ 
ing it, all those things are there. 
Then I went and saw it - and it 
was me. I was really disappointed 
with that. 

“I’ve always been much happier 
with what I thought I’d looked 
like and what I thought I was 
doing, than looking at the physi¬ 
cal reality. I try to avoid it.” 

Mirrors is the title of Kiefer’s 
new film in which he stars as Ben 
Carson, an ex-cop turned security 
guard who is sent to watch over a 
creepy abandoned building in 
New York after splitting from his 
wife and their two kids. 

Things take a terrifying turn 
when he starts seeing scary and 
violent images in the ornate mir¬ 
rors which adorn the building’s 
walls. Worse still, the spirits 
inside begin to take hold of his 
and his family’s lives, with horrif¬ 
ic consequences. 


“One of the things that attract¬ 
ed me to this guy is that he’s at an 
all-time low,” explains Kiefer. 

“He’s lost his job, he’s lost his 
wife and he can’t see his kids. You 
see this guy pick himself up by 
the bootstraps and go and get a 
job he really doesn’t want in order 


to try to make enough money so 
he can take care of his responsi¬ 
bilities and try to build back up. 

“It’s hard to do anything right if 
your confidence or self-esteem is 
low,” he adds. “It’s almost impossi¬ 
ble. Those are the times you say 
and do stupid things because 
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you’re so desperate. I can’t speak 
for anybody else, but I’ve certain¬ 
ly been there.” 

Kiefer, who admits he gets 
scared “pretty easily”, was keen to 
work with French director 
Alexandre Aja and do something 
in the horror genre away from 24 
(he is immersed in a gruelling 
filming schedule for the seventh 
season of the show). 

He filmed Mirrors after com¬ 
pleting season six of the show, fin¬ 
ishing the shoot on weekends. 

“Certain opportunities present 
themselves and you want to take 
advantage of them,” he says about 
his mammoth workload. 

“As an actor, your desire is to 
elicit a response from an audi¬ 
ence. There is no better genre to 
do that in than this. I can physi¬ 
cally move you in your seat. 

“For me, I get very affected by 
films. I have a contract when I see 
a movie between myself and the 
film which is that I will surrender 
and give myself up, suspend my 
disbelief so it will take me some¬ 
where. 

“And that makes me very vul¬ 
nerable to a film like this. So it 
was a lot easier to make the film 
than to watch it.”

Revel in the new and old India

IT FEELS a bit like the cheat’s way 
to enjoy India - reclining by the pool 
after a stress-busting massage, with 
Champagne in hand and an army 
of waiters standing by It’s a far ciy 
from my friends’ tales of budget 
backpacking and Delhi belly 

But while this might not be a cheap hippie 
trail through South Asia, neither is our visit 
one of old-fashioned opulence, with exotic ele¬ 
phant rides or maharaja-style luxury, as was 
once sought after by many a well-heeled trav¬ 
eller to the colonial jewel in the Crown’. 

This is the ‘new’ India; one of the world’s 
largest economies, with a staggering growth 
rate of 8.5 per cent in 2006 and 2007, a film 
industry rivalling Hollywood and a population 
set to overtake China’s by 2030. 

Amid vast social and cultural changes, the 
typical tourist experience is undergoing its 
own transformation. 

We’re staying at the Park Hotel in Delhi, 
which admittedly offers luxury beyond the 
means of most locals (it has a rather over¬ 
whelming staff to guestroom ratio of more 
than two to one). But as one of the country’s 
first boutique hotels, its contemporary take on 
Indian hospitality seems a suitable starting 
point for exploring the changing subcontinent. 

Set back from hectic Connaught Place - 
the commercial hub of New Delhi - the 
hotel’s modern and funky design could be at

home in any cosmopolitan city, but there is 
an emphasis on Indian traditions presented 
in a new light. 

But Delhi is knocking on the door; we have 
sights to see and walks around the beautiful 
Indo-Islamic Qutub Minar, the world’s tallest 
brick minaret (pictured right), or the stunning 
Mughal-designed Humayun’s Tomb, are best 
appreciated in the late afternoon sun. 

Juxtaposed with the stately calm of these 
must-see sights is the chaos of local people 
going about their everyday life, with their 
hands firmly pressed on their car horns. 

If your nerves are up to it, hurtle along in a 


cycle rickshaw towards the enormous 17th 
century Red Fort, and get lost on foot in the 
winding bazaars around Chandni Chowk 
street. Here the pandemonium of Old Delhi is 
far removed from the gracious boulevards of 
Edward Lutyens’ New Delhi. 

In contrast the next stop on our trip, 
Chennai, formerly Madras, has a relatively 
small-town feel - despite being home to well 
over four million people. The city, a two-and-a- 
half hour flight south from the capital, is 
India’s fourth largest metropolis and the state 
capital of Tamil Nadu. 

Down here in India’s deep south, there is 
plenty of culture to rival Delhi’s offerings. It’s 
well worth the 60km drive from Chennai to 
the 7th century temples and sculptures at 
Mahabalipuram, carved with intricate scenes 
from Hindu mythology and the Panchatantra 
animal fables. 

For a modern-day, but no less impressive, 
flavour of Tamil Nadu culture, tour the class¬ 
rooms of the Kalakshetra Foundation, where 
ambitious youngsters learn the traditional 
dance form Bharatanatyam. It’s a fascinating 
glimpse into a monastic-like retreat, some¬ 
thing akin to a strict spiritual Indian version 
of Fame Academy. 

The relaxed vibe continues back at our 
base, the city’s own Park Hotel, where the 
pale, bamboo-themed lobby has a more laid- 
back atmosphere than its bustling counter¬ 
part in Delhi. 

Amid vast social and cultural changes, the 
‘new’ India provides a totally transforming 
tourist experience.

Labour 'will not 
scrap targets' 

HOUSING and planning minister 
Caroline Flint has insisted that the 
Government will not scrap its housing 
targets which have been set out for the 
next 12 years. 

Her comments, made at the Labour 
Party conference in Manchester, came as 
a housing expert warned that the cur¬ 
rent credit crunch was undermining the 
target of up to three million new homes 
by 2020. 

Thousands of new homes have been 
proposed for the county, with the 
Thames Gateway and Ashford the prin¬ 
cipal proposed growth areas. 

Planners insist fluctuations in the 
housing market have been factored into 
calculations. 

However, National Housing Feder¬ 
ation chief executive David Orr warned 
the 2020 target could be missed by up to 
nine years without further Government 
intervention in the housing market. 

Mr Orr claimed that without radical 
action, only just over half the target is 
likely to be built by 2020. He calculated 
that on present showing 1.6 million 
homes could be built by the end of the 
next decade. 

And he said housing associations could 
more than double their present building 
rate, with help from the Government, to 
make the target more feasible. 

Mr Orr said: “With the global credit 
crunch worsening and conditions getting 
tougher for all housebuilders, it is time 
to recognise that the very commendable 
2020 target is now almost impossible.” 

Ms Flint, though, stressed that the 
original 2020 target remains in place. 

She told the party conference: “Scep¬ 
tics ask me to scrap our target of240,000 
new homes a year - three million more 
homes by 2020. 

“They want us to admit defeat. We 
won’t give up that easily. Labour will 
build the homes Britain needs.” 

Signs of life 

THE housing market is picking up after 
the summer, according to Ward and 
Partners estate agency. 

Analysts say that instead of it remain¬ 
ing slow, trade is increasing. 

“It’s too early to say things are definite¬ 
ly on the up,” said regional managing 
director Lee Crane. 

“But Government schemes introduced 
to help buyers, such as stamp duty 
reform and low interest loans, have 
helped. September saw an improvement 
in sales.” 


THE average first-time buyer 
thinks it will take two years of sav¬ 
ing to reach the £19,100 they 
believe is necessary for a deposit on 
a home. 

The news comes from a survey by the Co¬ 
operative Bank and Places for People. 

The survey also found that 54 per cent 
believed renting was “throwing money down 
the drain”. 

A large number, 91 per cent, said they were 
willing to make sacrifices to achieve their 
homeowning dreams - up considerably from 
just 57 per cent before the credit crunch kicked 
in. 

The top sacrifice, made by 53 per cent, was 
stopping eating out, with holidays and week¬ 
ends away also ruled out for 50 per cent. 

And 46 per cent had lowered their expecta¬ 
tions when it came to properties they were 
viewing. 

Of these, 49 per cent were willing to do with¬ 
out the luxury of an extra bathroom, followed 
closely by a veto on garages. 

But while 40 per cent were willing to see 
their outdoor space shrink to secure a sale, 78 
per cent of first-timers simply would not enter¬ 
tain the prospect of no garden at all. 

Victoria Drummond, operations manager for 
Ownhome, a shared equity scheme offered by 
the Co-operative Bank and Places for People, 
said: “This research shows that the dream of 
owning a home is now out of reach for many 
first-time buyers as they struggle to save for 
a deposit against a backdrop of soaring house¬ 


hold bills and the increased cost of living. 

“As a result, many more people are being 
entrepreneurial and making sacrifices in a bid 
to try to claw their way onto the property lad¬ 
der including cutting down on eating out, hol¬ 
idaying in the UK rather than abroad, and 
swapping supermarkets to drive down their 


food bills. 

“It is essential that the Government and the 
housing industry continue to offer simple, 
clear and innovative products that provide 
first-time buyers with the essential financial 
support needed to help them take their first 
steps on to the property ladder.” 


'No evidence' of firms hoarding land 


THE Office of Fair Trading has 
backed the housebuilding indus¬ 
try after accusations that proper¬ 
ty prices were being affected by 
developers hoarding land. 

The review, which began in 
June 2007, concluded that the 


industry remained broadly com¬ 
petitive, with prices of new-builds 
having to compete against those 
of older properties. 

The organisation also ruled that 
there was no clear evidence of any 
one developer having a continu¬ 


ing market advantage over the 
rest. 

The report concluded: “We have 
not found any evidence that 
homebuilders have the ability to 
anti-competitively hoard land or 
own a large amount of land with 


planning permission on which 
they have not started to build. 

“Apart from the homebuilding 
firms, the available information 
suggests that the largest land- 
bank’ may be that held by the 
public sector.”

Nevertheless, equipment is generous overall 
and I am carping about a car that starts at just 
£11,145, pitching it mostly against cars in 
the smaller Ford Focus category rather than 
bigger Mondeo class. 

Avoid the asthmatic 75bhp 1.4i Classic entry 
model anyway; at Skoda prices you would 
be silly not to go for the VW-derived diesels 
(from £13,750). 

The 105bhp 1.9TDI fitted to our test car or 
140bhp 2.0TDI, are refined with lots of punch 
low down the rev range, allowing the driver to 
be lazy or sporty with gear changes.

Keep vital details in 
palm of your hand 


HIGH-tech users are being warned 
not to put personal data on phones 
and laptops after research found 
that an incredible 60,000 hand¬ 
held devices had been left in the 
back of black cabs in the last six 
months alone. 

ID fraud expert Equifax, which has a num¬ 
ber of Kent customers, said that the initial 
inconvenience of being without your phone is 
one thing, but there are much more serious 
implications. 

“Unfortunately, our mobiles and 
BlackBerrrys have become the equivalent 
of our address books,” said Neil Munroe, exter¬ 
nal affairs director. 

“And what that means if we lose them is

that we lose a lot of valuable information 
that could be used by fraudsters to steal 
our identity.” 

A survey conducted by the firm among cus¬ 
tomers in April revealed that 16 per cent put 
PIN numbers on their mobile devices while 24 
per cent recorded birthday dates. 

And an amazing half said they stored bank 
details on laptops, mobiles and BlackBerrys. 

“The advent of chip and PIN and an 
increased focus on electronic security mean 
that more passwords and PINs need to be 
remembered than ever before,” said Mr 
Munroe. “But that can be a challenge, espe¬ 
cially if you have several bank accounts and 
credit cards. 

“Consumers really must not store those 


numbers and passwords on their mobiles or 
BlackBerrys. Fraudsters are very clever and 
can quickly go through an address book to 
spot the number that clearly isn’t a telephone 
number. 

“While most people now recognise the 
importance of securing their laptops, many 
don’t do the same for their mobile phones or 
other hand-held equipment. 

“All should be password-protected and users 
should avoid storing key personal information 
on them. The moral of the story is don’t put it 
on there if you don’t have to.” 

The firm advises applying for a copy of your 
credit file to look out for any unauthorised 
activity, shredding statements bills and direct 
mail which contains personal information, 
redirecting mail if you move, and always 
checking bank statements and credit card 
statements carefully against receipts.

‘You have to plan around training and 
it means you can become quite unsociable so 
I am looking forward to seeing some of 
my friends.” 

The 1,500m Commonwealth champion, who 
began her athletic career at Ashford Athletics 
Club, will return to the Julie Rose Stadium to 
start the Givaudan 10k race this Sunday. 

As for next season, Dobriskey is targeting a 
medal from the World Athletic Championships 
in Berlin next August.

AMATEUR golfer Liam Harper capped an 
impressive international debut by winning 
his singles match in England’s win against 
Scotland at South Staffordshire Golf Club 
on Sunday. 

The talented 15-year-old was called up to 
the England Under-16s squad after 
impressing selectors by becoming the 
youngest player to play for his county’s 
senior side earlier this year. 

Harper did not let the selectors down by 
beating Liam Johnston 3&1 in his single 
match helping England to an 8-2 overall 
victory. 

His victory against Johnston was his only 
game in the competition after Saturday’s 
foursomes were cancelled due to heavy rain. 

Harper, who is a member at Lydd 
Golf Club, only started playing golf at the 
age of 11. 

Club secretary Keith Osbourne has 
watched Harper’s game progress and was 
delighted he has made the England team. 

Osbourne said: “I am chuffed to bits that 
he has made it into the squad. He has been 
working really hard on his game while 
playing at Lydd, and for the county. 

“Liam deserves the opportunity to play 
for England after a fantastic season. He is a 
great lad and a credit to the club. 

“It is a lot pressure to have on his shoul¬ 
ders especially with the expectation to do 
well. I think he will cope with it well.” 

Harper, who is also the Kent Under-16 
captain, boasts a handicap of +2 which is 
very low for his age. Playing at the course 
that produced European Tour golfer Benn 
Barham, Osbourne hopes the Lydd Golf 
Club can find another top golfer in Harper. 

He said: “His handicap for his age is 
extraordinary.

Pupils are taught the expected 
Literacy, Numeracy, ICT and Science, as well 
as a wide range of other subjects. Specialist 
teachers deliver Music lessons from Pre- 
Reception, French from Year 1 and Spanish 
from Year 5. 

Infant and Junior Department pupils are 
integrated into Dover College, as 
appropriate, and take a full part in the life of 
the school on a regular basis. They benefit 
from having access to all facilities, including

Universities 
attended include the London School of 
Economics, Edinburgh and Surrey to name 
but a few. 

Extra Curricular Activities form an integral 
part of the life at Dover College. Designed 
to foster self-confidence and develop 
leadership skills, pupils excel in sport, music, 
drama and art.
